At a meeting of the Sanitary Board = 
aftern on a long letter was received from 
the Medical Ofticer of Health for Capetown 
in reply to. communication from the Board |: 
relative to the use of ferrets as agents for 
destroying rate. He pointed out that it 
waa a common experience in Capetown to} 
sput a forret down in a hole in one house | 
and have it appoar in another some dis- 
stance nemy. The ferrets f.equontly came 
-across nesta of young rats or the carcases 
~of rats that hed died from’ plague. and 
-gorged’ themeclves’ eo that they were 
mnable to get back through the hole and 
while in this state were often lost or 
wera set apon and killed by adult rats. 
Apart from this the ferrets proved to be 
exceedingly suscaptible to plague, and a 
very large percentage of the animals em- 
ployed fed from ‘plague soon after they 
were used. In conclusion, he remarked 
that in Capetown when an ontbresk of 
plague occcured they depended to a large 
extent upon bird-lime for catching Tats, and 
gave some notes regarding'its use, The 
ordinary bird lime proved of very little nsa 
but the best Japaneso hird-lime gave ex- 
weellent results.

In discussing the situation in Indis with 
persons familiar with,the lastest phases of 
be inearrectionary movement stress was 
{taia onthe power which the educated Babu 
wielded over the half-educated and illiterate 
masses, “Tho position of these people has, 
of course, been constantly described in the 
Press nnd is. familiar to English _peaple 
even ‘superficially acquainted with Indian 
life. To some extent Great Britain has 
been aceused of forging theZaxe which is 
now uplifted by simply giving the opport.
